I. POLICY 

California Correctional Health Care Services Health Information Management shall ensure 

patient health information is stored and maintained in a secured environment.  

 

II. PURPOSE 
To ensure all health record documents are stored in a safe and secure environment from 

which patient health information can be easily retrievable, available, accessible, and viewable 

to clinicians. 

 

III. RESPONSIBILITY 

A. Under the direction of the Deputy Director, Medical Services, HIM Headquarters, 

Institution Health Records, and Health Record Center staff are responsible for the 

oversight, implementation, monitoring, and evaluation of this policy. 

B. The Chief Executive Officer or designee, Health Records Technician III, and Health 

Records Technician II of each institution are responsible for the implementation,
